rebate case against the Great North­ 
ern, in which the company is under 
sentence to pay a fine of $15,000, This 
is the case in which the company re­ 
sisted the Elkins law, under which 
the Ane was imposed, on the ground 
that it was repealed by the railroad 
rata law at the last session of con­ 
gress. 
Another case on the docket for hear­ 
ing this week is that of the United 
States vs. Adrian H. Larkin, of New 
York, involving the possession of jew- 
elry belonging to the late Cassie L. 
Chadwick. 
The government attempt­ 
ed to seize the jewelry on the ground 
that it had been smuggled. 
Still another important case to be 
taken up is the suit involving the 
question as to whether tenants on 
the land owned by the University of 
the South are subject to taxation, un 
der the laws of Tennessee. The case 
affects nearly all the residents of the 
town of Sewanee, T en n essee, where 
the university is located.

Body Found In Pond W as T hat of Mrs, 
“ Lena” W hitm ore 
Newark, N. J., Jan. 4.- Following a 
searching examination, during which 
■tau' incidents of his life were laid 
bare, Theodore S. W hitmore, the hus 
band, was held by the New Jersey po­ 
llee as a suspect in the case of the 
death of “ L ena” W hitm ore, who was 
beaten insensible, 
stripped 
of her 
elothing and drowned in a pond near 
Harrison, on 
the 
H ackensack m ead­ 
ows. on the m orning of Jan. 26. W hit­ 
more, who has been detained In New 
York, w as taken to Harrison F rid ay 
night, and after having diflnitely iden­ 
tified Ms wife’s body, was rigoroivslv 
questioned by the authorities. 
The 
n ature of his testim ony determ ine I th 
polled to keep him within the ju r is ­ 
diction of th 1 local courts. 
With a touch of emotion th at nu*- 
ed to the purling features of one 
*’ 
the stran g est crim es with which th 
police have had to deal, W hitm ore told 
the police of his struggle to live down 
an unpleasant past, and how a faith­ 
less wile had held over his head a 
th reat of exposure— to m ake known 
to new acquaintances here what h 
now admits, that he was serving a 
sentence in Dannem ora prison when 
pardoned by Governor Black. 
Biti »r 
quarrels and as m any reconciliations 
m arked their m arried life for fifteen 
years. 
His 
wife, he said, had be­ 
come infatuated with a sailor known 
to him only as “ H arry,” but when she 
returned home at Christmas, following 
a five days’ absence, he greeted her 
with a “m erry C hristm as,” she failed 
to respond and they quarreled on the 
st rec*. 
He thought she had a b o ttle 
of acid, and he attem pted to take it 
front her. 
In the struggle they bath 
fell. 
L ater they effected a truce and 
had dinner together. 
Then he went 
ou t on an errand, and when he re tu rn ­ 
ed to the house she had left him never 
to return. 
W hitm ore said he cam e originally 
from Schenectady, and th at he Wits 
m arried by a justice of the peace in 
Albany. 
He gave his age as thirty- 
eight years. 
He said, according to the 
police, th at several years ago he was 
sentenced by Judge Griffin at Troy to 
serve a sentence of two years and ten 
m onths ir> D annem ora state prison on 
a conviction of having assaulted a 
a companion during a drunken row on 
the Albany bridge. 
He said he had 
served about eight months, when he 
was pardoned. 
Some eight years ago. 
he said, he cam e here and worked in 
various capacities until he secured his 
position on the elevated railroad. 
He 
said th a t on the day his wife disap­ 
peared he had given h er $15. H e knew 
absoleully nothing of how she cam e 
to be in New Jersey or the m anner 
of her death.
